To keep State .Inspectors and their assistants more closely 
in touch with matters of general interest connectid^l 1 h the enforce- 
ment of the Federal Plant Quarantine Act, reports will be issued in 
the form of a news letter from time time > -monthly , if practicable. 
Perhaps the most important subject to be thus reported upon will be 
the records of the Insect pests and fungus diseases intercepted on 
imported nursery and florists' stock, as reported by State Inspectors 
or the Inspection Service of this Board. 

Such a list, prepared by Mr, E. R. Sasscer, from reports 
received for the current fiscal year, July 1st to December 3l t 1913 * 
inclusive, is given herewith. In many instances the insects included 
in this report were found in limited numbers! or perhaps in a frag- 
mentary condition, which accounts for some of the doubtful identifi- 
cations. As stated in .the circular letter issued from this office 
last Spring, the Federal Horticultural Board will be glad to assist, 
as far as possible, in the identification of any doubtful material* 

The failure of Inspectors of a few States to report the 
finding of any insects or diseases may be due to the fact that the 



pests intercepted were considered to be of minor importance 
and hence not worthy of mention. Reports of Infestation, of what- 
ever kind, however, are useful to the Board and complete reports 
are therefore requested. 

The submission to State Inspectors of the full records 
of all insects and fungus diseases found by inspection should be 
of direct service to each Inspector, as indicating the character 
of the pests to be looked for on different kinds of plants and from 
different countries of origin. In this first report, herewith sub- 
mitted, records are arranged first as reported by States, to give 
credit to the Inspectors, and second by countries, to indicate the 
kind and the amount of infestation found on stock from each country 
of orlglB.
